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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
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canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 

must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 

numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 28 - 30 have been renumbered 27 - 29.Claims 18 - 29 are objected 

to because of the following informalities: 

The limitation "the rim of the housing" (claim 18 line 3) lacks antecedent basis because 

the rim has not be previously recited in claim 18. Suggested correction: replace the limitation "a 

housing" (claim 18 line 1) with "a housing with a rim". 

The limitations "retainment mans" and "engagement mans" (claim 20 lines 2 and 3) are 

unclear. Suggested correction: replace the limitations "retainment mans" and "engagement 

mans" with "retainment means" and "engagement means" respectively. 

The limitation "at each corner" (claim 29 line 2) lacks antecedent basis because corners 

have not been previously recited in claims 18 and 29. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claims 27 and 28 (originally claims 28 and 29, see renumbering above) 
are dependent on claim 27 which did not exist before the claims were renumbered. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 18-26 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Morgenstern (US 2,706,931). 

Regarding claim 18, Morgenstern teaches a vehicle rear view mirror (Figures 1 - 4) 
comprising a housing (reference 5), a mirror lens (reference 25), and a location frame (reference 
10), said frame being adapted to carry said mirror lens (Figure 4) and to locate wholly within the 
rim (reference 6) of the housing without extending over the edges thereof (Figure 4), said frame 
and/or housing being made from a resilient material (column 1 lines 55 - 56 and 63 - 64), the 
frame being a resilient snap-fit within the housing (Figure 4) and said housing and said frame 
being releasable detachable. 

Regarding claim 19, Morgenstern teaches the housing provided with frame retainment 
means (reference 6) and the frame is provided with housing engagement means (reference 12). 

Regarding claim 20, Morgenstern teaches the frame retainment means comprises one or 
more catches (reference 6) and the housing engagement means comprises one or more abutments 
(reference 12), which co-operate with the catches. 

Regarding claim 21, Morgenstern teaches the frame is provided with lens engagement 
means (reference 1 5). 
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Regarding claim 22, Morgenstern teaches the lens engagement means comprises one or 
more abutments (reference 15) adapted to engage the lens. 

Regarding claim 23, Morgenstern teaches the lens is a resilient snap fit in the frame 
(column 2 lines 30 - 34). 

Regarding claim 24, Morgenstern teaches the frame is made from a resilient synthetic 
plastics material (column 1 lines 63 - 64). 

Regarding claim 25, Morgenstern teaches the housing comprises a casing (reference 5) 
adapted to cover the rear face of the lens (Figure 1). 

Regarding claim 26, Morgenstern teaches the lens is flat (Figure 1). 

Regarding claim 29, Morgenstern teaches the frame is provided with slots (reference 15) 
at each corner (reference 27) to provide further resilience to said frame.
